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The Honorable the Chief Secretary —

Sir—I have the honor to present a report of Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages registered in the year 1885. 


BIRTHS. 


The births numbered 12,046. The natural increase, or excess of 
births over deaths, is 8,059; and exceeds that of 1884 by 1,001. The 
rate of increase to each 100 of the population is 2°52. The rate of 
increase in the years from 1881 to 1884 was 2°34, 2°20, 2°25, and 2:27, 
respectively. 

The birth-rate to every 1,000 of the population is 37-70, which is the 
highest rate since 1880, when it reached 38°81. The highest birth-rate 
recorded is in the district of Norwood, 56-2; the lowest in Upper Wake- 
field, 27-5. Compared with 1884 the birth-rate in the district of Adelaide 
is 47°8 for 48-8; Norwood, 56-2 for 52:8; Hindmarsh, 51°1 for 54:0; 
Port Adelaide, 48:7 for 49°2; Daly, 46-4 for 43-4; Frome, 43°4 for 
44-4. 

The highest number of births was registered in the third quarter of 
the year, 3,231; the lowest in the first quarter, 2,822. The proportion 
of births registered in the quarterly divisions of the year in each hundred 
of the whole number of births is, in the first quarter, 23-4 ; the second, 
25°7; the third, 26-9; the fourth, 24:0. In 1884 the highest rate 
appeared in the second quarter, though the third closely approximated 
to it, the former being 26°6, the latter 26-1; in the present year the 
highest rate is in the third quarter, 26-9 ; one per cent. higher than that 
of the second quarter, 25-7. 


The births of males numbered 6,070; those of females, 5,976; the 
proportion of males is 101°6 to 100 females. The proportion of male 
births to female in the last year was 104-4. 


The illegitimate births numbered 292, being forty-three above those 
of the previous year. The proportion to the whole number of registered 
births is 2°42 per cent., which is the highest annual rate in the five 
years from 1881. In Adelaide, and suburban districts of Norwood, 
Hindmarsh, and Port Adelaide, collectively, 203 illegitimate births were 
registered ; the rate to 100 of the whole number of births in those 
districts being 3°89. 

DEATHS. 


The registered deaths numbered 3,987. The death-rate to 1,000 
persons living is 12°48. This is the lowest rate in the ten years from 
1876. The highest in this decennial period was 16°38 in 1876; the 
lowest (with the exception of the present year) was 13°90 in 1881.

In all the districts the death-rate is considerably under that of the 
preceding years ; with the exception of Daly and Nairne, where there is 
a slight fractional increase. 


The deaths in the towns number collectively 2,046, the rate being to 
one hundred of the whole number of registrations 51:3. The deaths 
without the towns are 1,941; the rate being 48-7. 


The following return shows the estimated population and the births 
and deaths registered in Adelaide and suburbs (including hospitals, &e.) 
during the ten years ended with 1885 :—

The mean death-rate for the ten years has lessened from 21°38 in 
1884 to 20-17 in 1885. The rate for the last year 14°34 is the lowest 
yet recorded ; the nearest approach being that of 1877, when 19-71 was 
given. In Adelaide the death-rate (including deaths in hospitals, &e.) 
is 18°9 in place of 24-4 in 1884; and 23:9 in 1883. Exclusive of 
deaths in hospitals, &c., the annual rate is 161 in the place of 20-7 in 
the preceding year. 


The deaths of males numbered 2,205; of females, 1,782. To 100 
deaths of females the deaths of males were 125°7. The deaths of males 
to 1,000 of the male population is 13-13; those of females to 1,000 of 
the female population 11-75.

Compared with the preceding year the present appears specially’ 
favorable in the less number of deaths registered in the period “1 to 
unter 5 years”’ of age ; the proportion per 1,000 being 114 in the place 
of 154. ‘ 


The proportion of deaths of infants under one year of age, 1,366, to 
the births is 113-4 per 1,000. In the years 1882, 1883, and 1884 
respectively, the deaths of infants to 1,000 births were 152, 146, and 
134. 


The quarterly death-rate per 1,00 of the population, in the five years

In no previous year has each successive quarter been so remarkable 
for a low death-rate, and in the approximation of the rates prevailing 
throughout the quarters. The third quarter of the year still holds its 
place as the most favorable season ; but the highest in number and rate 
can be ranked in the most healthy quarter of the preceding year.

The highest death-rate in the year occurred in the month of December, 
17°52; the lowest in September, 9:60. Compared with former years 
the rates of the first five months of the year are the lowest recorded. 


In April, a month ordinarily noticeable for a high death-rate, the 
record is 11°52 in the place of 19:44 in 1884; and 16-44 in 1883; this 
rate is also the lowest in the seven months from January to July.

Although it is usual to include diarrhoeal diseases under the head of 
zymotic diseases, the deaths are recorded under a separate heading. 
Diarrhea, like dropsy, is only a symptom of some other disorders, and 
may be produced by many and different causes. In many cases it is the 
result of zymosis, but in a very large proportion it is due to dietetic 
errors. Of the 334 deaths from diarrhea, no less than 237 occurred in 
children under one year old, and there is no doubt that the larger number 
of- these were the direct result of ignorance, or carelessness, on the part 
of nurses and others who are unfit to take the management of children 
of tender years. 


Of the other principal diseases included under the class of zymotic 
diseases, the number of deaths from measles was 6, against 139 in 1884 - 
from scarlatina 4, against 29; from whooping-cough 90, against 53 ; from 
diphtheria 102, against 111; and from enteric fever 132, against 134 
Of the deaths from whooping-cough, 52 occurred in the corporate towns 


with an estimated population of 120,358, being -43 per 1,000, against 
-12 per 1,000 in country places. Of the deaths from diphtheria, -32 per 
1,000 occurred in corporate towns, against *2 in country places. Of the 
deaths from enteric fever, -58 per 1,000 occurred in corporate towns, 
against "19 in country places. I am informed by the Deputy-Registrar 
that, with respect to deaths in corporate towns of persons not usually 
resident there, the death is set down to the usual residence of the 
deceased. 


Enteric Fever.—The number of deaths from this disease was less by 
three than in 1884, but the relative proportion to the other causes of 
death is considerably higher. In the latter year the deaths from 
typhoid were at the rate of 1 in 36 from all causes ; in 1885 the ratio 
was 1 in 30. 


These figures show that, while mortality from other diseases was low, 
typhoid fever held its own, and that there still exists urgent necessity for 
efforts to prevent the spread of this disease by the adoption of every 
possible sanitary precaution. This isthe more called for in the corporate 
towns in which, as has just been shown, typhoid is three times more 
prevalent than in country districts. Each of these towns has a local 
board of health, and it is to determined efforts by these bodies that 
residents in corporate towns are entitled to look for protection. From 
reports from other Australian colonies there appears to be reason to 
believe that, through some cause not yet explained, typhoid fever is 
gaining a firmer footing in Australia than in the home country. In 
England and Wales the death-rate from typhoid, and fevers resembling 
it, is about °26 per 1,000 inhabitants. In South Australia last‘ year it 
was ‘41 per 1,000, the average of the last ten years having been °44., 
The average of eleven years (see ‘‘ Victorian Year Book ’’) in the other 
Australian colonies is—For Victoria, *534 ; New South Wales, -492 ; 
Queensland, -618 ; Tasmania, °357 ; New Zealand, -414.

The death rate from phthisis compares favorably with that of England 
and the Australian colonies. In England the rate is 2°29; in Victoria, 
1°33; New South Wales, 1:06; Queensland, 1:37; Tasmania, 1:03; 
New Zealand, 87. A large number of persons who die from this disease 
in Australia, are patients from Europe, who have come to a more genial 
climate in the hope that they may prolong life. Many of these never 
return home, and their deaths increase the ratio of deaths from phthisis 
in the colonies. 


Cancer has caused the deaths of 100 persons during the year. This 
gives a rate of °31 of 1,000 persons living, and of 1 in every 39°87 of the 
total deaths. It is reported that in England cancer is increasing, and 
that in 1882 the proportion of deaths from cancer to that from other 
causes was 1 in 36. In South Australia the average proportion during 
ten years has been 1 in 48 deaths from all other causes. 


The deaths from Developmental diseases were 353, against 399 in the 
former year, a decrease of 46. Deaths from old age numbered 234, in 
the place of 277. 


Under Local diseases appear 1,707 deaths for 2,035, a lessening of 328. 
This decrease is found, more or less, in all the orders of disease. Deaths 
from diseases of nervous system are less by 112, including from con- 
vulsions 161 for 188, and from brain disease 42 for 113. The mortality 
from diseases of the circulatory system is less by 20. Under diseases of 
the respiratory system there is a decrease of 82 in the number of deaths. 
Deaths from bronchitis are 161 in the place of 222 in the year immediately 
preceding; from pneumonia, 217 for 229; from lung disease, 34 for 72. 
Deaths from diseases of the digestive system are 63 less, including from 
dentition 79 for 101; from enteritis, 64 for 86. 


In the class Violence are registered 212 deaths—males, 177 ; females, 
35. In 1884, deaths in this class numbered 239. In this year, deaths 
from drowning are 39 for 55. Under suicide were 32 deaths—27 being 
those of men; 5 of women. Of the deaths of men, 9 were from gunshot 
wounds and 9 from hanging. 


From Ill-defined causes the deaths were 367 against 456 in{1884. 
The greater proportion, 307, of these deaths proceeded from atrophy. 
Of this number, 273 were ot infants under one year of age. In 1884, 
the deaths from atrophy were 380, including 333 of infants under one 
year of age. 


MARRIAGES, 


The registered marriages numbered 2,447; a decrease of 108 below 
those of 1884. 


The marriage-rate, or persons married to 1,000 of the population, is 
15°32. The lowest rate in the ten years from 1876 is 16-00, which 
occurred in 1881.

From the above will appear to what extent the marriage-rate is 
affected by the value of exports in each successive year. 


The highest marriage-rate, or number of persons married, occurred in 
the second quarter of the year, 27 per cent.; the lowest in the third, 28 
per cent.; the same rate, 25 per cent, is given for the first and fourth 
quarters. In 1884 the difference between the highest and the lowest 
number of marriages in the quarterly divisions of the year was 39; in 
the present year the difference is 192; in the former year the numerical 
difference in the successive quarters was slight; in this year the difference 
between the second quarter and the third is 96.

In this year, compared with the preceding, the proportion out of 1,000 
men married, is higher in each of the periods from 15 to 30 years ; and 
lower in the remaining periods. Of women, the proportion is lower from 
25 to 35 years; in 45 years above; and higher in the ages under 20 
years, under 40, and under 45. The number of men married in the ages 
above 45 years is double that of women.

The marriage-rate per 1,000 persons living at each of the different 
| periods of life stated is, in the case of men, in every instance, below that 
of 1884; and, in the case of women, below in the age periods, 25, 30, 
35, 45, and upwards; and in the other periods, 20, 40, and 45, above. 
The most noticeable difference in the marriage-vate, relatively to both 
men and women, appears in the period ‘‘ 20 and under 25 years”’ ; the 
rate, as to the former, being 53:5 in the place of 55°2 in 1854; and, us 
to the latter, 93:2 in the place of 98-5 also. In the next two periods, 
“95 and under 30’? and ‘30 and under 35,”’ the marriage-rate, both 
as to men and women, is more than two per one thousand under 
1884. Of persons married, 2,248 were bachelors, 2,271 spinsters, 199 
widowers, and 176 widows. 

The signatures by marks number 204; those of males being 100; of 
females, 104. These signatures are 34 above those of last year. One 
male and twenty-two females under 20 years of age signed the marriage 
register by mark. Last year the signatures by mark at this age period 
numbered eleven. In the next period ‘‘ 20 and under 25 years”’ the 
signature by mark were 64; of males, 34; of females, 30. Last year 
the signatures were 61; of males, 21; of females, 40.
